' Force, He Tells Wo- 


man's Club 


Prof. Warro.n;J: Mead, of,the ge- 


ology department of .the university 
spoke to tne members "of the Wom- 
an's club Friday afternoon at their 
regular meeting' held in the Wom- 
an's building, on his-trip to Man- 
chura last-year. The original speak- 
er, ' Miss Harriet Vittum, of the 
Northwestern University settlement, 
who had been • scheduled to speak, 
was unable to be here. 


"The Chinese are primitive, and 


will always have to remain that way 
to support their people 
unless 


something very unusual happens to 
change their economic condition," 
Professor Mead said in his illus- 
trated lecture. Last summeXPrp- 
fessor Mead went on a.geologyHrip 
to Manchuria for the purpose of 
looking over the vast iron mines in 
that country. "We drank tea there 
morning, noon, 'and 'night for there 
was nothing else to drink, All the 
water had to be -boiled before it 
could be use^f. Often, when we had 
climbed to the top of one of the 
steep ridges, we found a band of 
coolies had brought up-armchairs 
'and while we were resting we were 
served with tea and little, cakes." 


Professor 'Mead said that in - the 


country every house, had its stone' 
wall for there is much danger from 
bandits. The side of the house that 
is nearest the wall has no windows 
in it, and near each house there is 
a shrine built for worship, for there 
is no community worship in China 
such as we have, but every family 
has its own little temple. The size 
of the shrine is an indication of the 
wealth of the family.

The medal which 
Coulon received was accompanied by 
a letter from Leslie M. Shaw, then 
secretary of the treasury. 


It is the size of a silver dollar but 


weighs as much as two. On the 
front is engraved "United States of 
America, act of Congress, June 20, 
1874." Two angels are lifting a 
body from the sea, signifying Hope. 
On the reverse is inscribed: "In tes- 
timony of heroic deeds—for saviirg 
a life from the perils of the sea." In 
the center/ is engraved: "ToxJohn 
Coolon for bravely rescuing'a boy 
from drowning, July 6, 1305." Cou- 
lon was only 15 years old at 
the 


time. 


Conlon is an acquaintance of Maj. 


John S. Woods of the university 
cadet corps, having served with him 
at Camp Traverse, Tex. IiCaj. Woods j 
also was a member of Coulon's box- 
ing class in the army, and the ex- 
bantam declares that the major is a 
bozer of no mean ability.

These pure milk' forces have already won 


their .first contest in the Committee on Agri- 
culture- of the House of Representatives where 
the ,Voigt bill, H. R. S086, was favored; by a 
vote of 14 to 4. This federal bill is designed to 
stop all interstate and 3xport traffic in "oiled"- 
milk.arid the manufacturers of such brands are 
preparing an expert and highly-paid 'lobby to 
sustain the traffic." 


. The Wisconsin bill became'a law in 1921. 
The 


Senate voted for it, 28 to 0; and the Assembly 
favored it 67 to 10. But the He-be and Carna- 
tion companies secured-an injunction against 
the Wisconsin Dairy and Food Commissioner 
restraining him from. enforcing the law until 
they could test its • constitutionality in the Su- 
preme court. 
. 


Congressman Voigt's statement on this-'sit- 


uation is as follows: 


"Notwithstanding the fact that the referee's 


report seems somewhat liberal toward these 
companies and that some material facts are not 
found in the'referee's report, I feel absolutely 
confident.in predicting that the Supreme court 
of Wisconsin •will find the prohibitory law to be 
constitutional. The referee has fpund that this 
compound has been sold for the genuine article 
and that th« public has in many cases not re- 
ceived value for its money. These circumstances 
justify the legislature of a state passing, a law 
which will make such a fraud impossible. 


"Statutes -which have prohibited the manu- 


facture or sale of commoditie* injurious to pub- 
lic health or morals have frequently teen up- 
held by the courts and in all .cases the courts 
have held they could not dictate to the legisla- 
tive branch the best methods .to "be pursued.-. - 


"The precise (juestion -which will-come uj> be- 


fore the Supreme court of -Wisconsin has al- 
ready decided against the Hebe company by a 
court *n Ohio -and the Supreme court of .the 
.United State*. The state of Ohio passed'a law 
forbidding.the-manufacture of evaporated milk 
from which cream .-was removed. A court in 
Ohio confirmed 
the 
constitutionality of this 


law. "The Hebe company then took an appeal 
'to the Supreme court of the United States and 
that court again upheld the constitutionality of 
the law." 


He quotes-the United States Supreme court 


decision -as follows: 


"If the character or effect of the articles as 


intended to be used be debatable, the legisla- 
ture is entitled to its own judgment and that 
judgment is not to be superceded by the verdict 
of a jury or we may add, by the personal opin- 
ion of judge* upon- the issue which'' the legis- 
lature has , decided."—National Milk Producers 
Federation, Washington, D. C
